Unfortunately, 
his notes were lost in Egypt during the difficulty with the 
canal. Although he thinks the expression "black dog” could 
have come from French Billon, more and more I believe it came 
from the Scotch placks. The fact that dog dollars were a 
common expression in British colonies in the seventeenth 
century indicates that whatever coin the black dog was, orig- 
inally, had a lion on it. I did not know until Pridmore 
advised me, that the Scotch bawbee came from the French Bas 
Billon and that the word "plack” came from the French "plaque”. 

To illustrate my article, I would like to have some Scotch 
Billon pieces with the rampant lion and I presume you can 
readily send me some specimens and would appreciate it if you 
would do so. 

Is there some article you can refer me to as to the consistency 
of the various types of Scotch Billon money with the dog as, 
apparently, there were different percentages.

I understand that you have lovely new quarters* and, 
believe me, I will sincerely miss the fact that there are 
no Roman bronze coins on the floor.

old times. 


Thank you very much for the report on the St. Patrick gold matter. 

I am glad that Brian Grover discussed It with you. I feel that it la io^ortant 
for al 1 of us to do numismatics a favor and assend>le all of the information 
we can on this matter, and you and Mr. Grover can be of great help. When I 
talked this matter over with Alb^t Baldwin in 1966, he told me that he wouldn't 
have touched the coin. I had written an article and had it published in May, 
1963, pointing out that false dies had been made for the St. Patrick piece, but 
I only knew about silver St. Patrick pieces at the tltae I wrote the article. 

I had not heard of the gold specimen, nor do 1 know anyone else in America who 
bad heard of it when it was atictioned in 1962 at Lewis. 

Perhaps you can aric Mr. Grover some ^rther questions such as what 
is the present business address of the jeweler who sidmltted the coin? Where 
did the jeweler obtain the coin and ^diat did he pay? When and hhere did Mr. 
Grover first see the coin? Who catalogued the coin? Did Mr. Grover know that 
the coin was being mailed in by the jeweler to Wallis & Wallis? Who advised 
Spinks that the coin was in the auction? Was Mr. Grover at the auction sale? 

Was the check for the proceeds sent to Mr. Grover's home? How does Mr. Grover 
know that the book bidder was not the jeweler himself or someone else, as 
the allegation that it was an American bid is apparently based on speculation 
only. Why didn't Mr. Grover tell his client that the piece was very rare if 
Mr. Grover felt that it was? Could Spinks have returned the item if they 
didn't think it was right? Ywi asked who made it and why. A person by the 
name of Anthony Poley commercially dealt with the silver forgeries, and it is 
isq[>ortant to know whether the jeweler knows him, or whether you or Mr. Groviur 
him, or whether he is still around. Peter Seaby showed me some copper 
forgeries made in the 1961-1962 period which have just turned up recently, 
and Seaby was not familiar with them in the past. 

You asked me idiether the gold piece was in the Horw^ coQection. 

1 have only heard that it was. Whether she has been told that the piece is 
false is unknown to me as I have iMver discussed it with her. If she asked 
me about it, I would give her all the facts. 

Do you know the address of Melville Phillips, who in 1972 wrote an 
article on coin scales? If so, I would appreciate your sending me his address. 

I need a swinging pan for a boa type fold up sovereign balance, and hope I <* fn 
btiy a broken one with the needed part, or even a complete one of the type I 
need. Do you know anybody who deals in these scales?

I am enclosing a copy of ny article on the St. Patrick's Forgery. 

I would like to have some further information on the Grover Blake 
gold ingot. This ingot was sent by Crowther to Lester Merkin in New York 
for an opinion after it v/as withdrawn from the auction sale. It was taken 
from Merkin in a burglary and in due course recovered, used as evidence in 
a criminal prosecution and eventually returned to Crowther. If Grover had 
an interest in it, I would like to know whether he was bought out, whether 
he still has the piece or whether Crowther still has the piece. I would 
also like to know the name of the seller with whom Grover dealt and a photo- 
copy of the letter which Grover pronounced false. Any of the detail on the 
bar as to its alleged origin and its final dlspostion would be most helpful.

As I said in the second paragraph of ray letter of l6th December, 

I got the wrong end of the stick and did not send the coins I should 
have sent. By the time you put me right Father had scattered the 
pieces, I know not where, but I did retrieve four of them. Also, 
Father says that the guinea weight of 1821 is rare and I had reduced 
his price to £6. 

Under separate cover I am sending a copy of the Austrian cat- 
alogue with our compliments (better have that minutedl ) . 

The Scottish collection to which you refer is doubtless that of 
Sheldon P. Fay of California. He used to buy through us at the early 
Lockett sales in the late 50' s but I imagine most of his later 
business, and I understand he has not bought for some while now, has 
gone through Spink; doubtless as a result of Douglas Liddell's 
frequent visits to the West Coast. ¥e would be pleased to help and 
I don't doubt that the best way to handle such a collection would be 
to catalogue it for Glendinings. Prices at the Hird sale (Glendinings 
6th March 1974) were quite extraordinary and I doubt if this price 
level could be maintained. This sale included only the gold, the 
silver will be much more within non-Arab pockets. 

Whilst on Scottish, the Big Three are having lunch today with 
Ian Stewart the author and foremost authority on Scottish coins. He 
is a Member of Parliament now and we are having lunch to see what can 
be done to alter the law in this country to make things much more 
difficult for the forger. Unless an item is legal tender, and since 
decimalization there isn't much of that now, you can only bring a 
charge for fraud in the context of the seller knowing the piece to be 
false. This is almost impossible to prove and a clever lawyer will 
usually get the likes of Harry Stock off scot free. 

Grover is basically honest but I must admit we don't seem to be 
getting anywhere. We shall see.

Thank you for your nice letter of 29 January 75. 

I hasten to inform you that Mr. Sheldon P. Fay, owner of the Scottish 
collection has developed a most unusual attitude toward his collection. His 
attorney advises me that he will not place the collection at auction here or 
in England, that he does not wish to disclose that he owns the collection, 
that he wants no publicity whatever on his disposition of the collection, that 
he is perfectly willing to pay a tax on the profit of the sale of the collection, 
and that he will not send the collection anyplace where there is a chance of it 
being blocked by monetary regulations. I have been sent by his attorney a 
complete inventory and pictures of the coins and have been asked to help dispose 
of them in order to keep anonymity. He really wants to dispose of them and I 
am told that he realizes that he cannot sell them at as high a price as they 
might bring at auction if he sells them as a unit. Do you know anyone who 
might buy the collection as a unit? It is an opportunity for a nice commission 
for you. 


I suggested a donation by the owner to a museum or other charity 
and was told that is not of interest. I would imagine that he wants these 
assets liquidated for estate tax purposes. Can't you find a Scottish Arab? 

Thank you for finding the lost coins and in due course I am sure you 
will send them after locating the balance. 

You were very thoughtful to send me the Austrian catalogue. 

Any suggestions or procedures which you can recommend to me will 
be most appreciated.

Dear Eric , 

Mr. Fay's attitude is truly extraordinary. It didn't take me 
half a second to make the correct assumption as to the ownership of 
a collection of Scottish coins in the U.S.A. So what is the point 
of all this sham secrecy? With the exception of Spink and ourselves 
I doubt whether anyone in London would know the name let alone have 
knowledge of the collection. You cannot buy Lockett coins and not 
expect them to be subsequently recognized. The Scottish series is 
relatively small and there are photographs available of the entire 
Lockett Scottish series. The collection could easily be sold by 
auction anonymously in London and, as I have said, I don't doubt 
that Spaldwinks would be the only people who would recognize the 
collection as the Fay property. And, incidentally, there would be 
no problem at all in obtaining exchange control permission to make 
payment to the U.S.A. 

The chances of selling the property as a collection are almost 
nil. Can you give me some idea of the content and the asking price? 

I have one institution who could be interested but probably won't be 
due to the economic situation. But you never know. 

This does not answer your letter, if indeed it is answerable 
without an Arab lined up as purchaser. On the other hand, one has 
to start somewhere. But I would repeat my comments contained in my 
last letter regarding the Bird sale. Which reminds me, the executors 
of the Bird estate insisted that the coins were sold anonymously and 
there is no mention of the name Bird in the catalogue. Something of 
a farce when you consider as a successful steeple-jack he had already 
given a collection of Scottish gold to the Ashmolean Museum at Oxford 
and Bumphrey Sutherland rose to the occasion and produced an 
honorary Master of Arts for dear old Borace.*
